Let us learn a lesson from the tragedy 
of the eastern states, where they planted one favorite tree (American 
Elm), and now two diseases are killing thousands of elms each year in 
most of the eastern cities, where 90% of all the trees planted in the past 
were American elms. Since this could happen to any variety of tree in 
California, if planted too heavily and the right disease came along, let 
us help you select a tree that will add lasting beauty and color, in a fine 
variety, to your home and neighborhood.
